2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 6-8, 1 1-14, 17 and 18 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
combination termiticides in the instant forms & applications. 

Claims 1-5, 9, 10, 15, 16 and 19-22 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by ROE, who provides the instant 
compounds (table 1,XIC -A &D or E) in the instant forms [0076-0088] to control INSECTS, INCLUSIVE of termites [0021]. 

Claims 1-5 and 9-22 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over THORNE, showing ceiluiosic/wood baits 
in housing at column 3 and figures, with pesticides to control termites (claim 3) in view of ROE, providing the instant pesticides. It 
would be obvious to utilize the ROE pesticides in the forms of THORNE in order to enhance termite control without harming other 
species. Applicant's arguments of 12/12/05 to the effect THORNE is not directed to ecdysteroids, & ROE is not directed at termites 
approach with the compound are shown, & would be able to be tested by the artisan wishing to utilize THORNES approach with the 
compound array shown effective by ROE. 

Claims 1-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus provide industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
